As 
B certain that all Fame docs not arife from 
MPractice of Virtue, it is, methinks, no unplea- 
yAmufement to examine the Glory of thefe Po-

Mg ind frivolous, from what is folid, lafting and 
mortant. Lewisof Frauce had his Infancy attend- 
iby Crafty «nd Worldly Men, who made Extent 
¢ Territory the moft glorious Inftances of Power, 
id miftook the fpreading of Fame for the Acquifi- 
fof Honour. The young Monarch’s Heart was 
fuch Converfation eafily deluded into a fondnefs 
phe Vain-glory, and upon thefe unjuit Principles to 
fore or fallin with ‘fuitable Proyeéts of Invation, 
Rapine, Murder, and all the Guilts that attend War 
When it is unjuft: At the fame time this Tyranny 
ws laid, Sciences and Arts were encouraged in the 


tits Were to be bribed to permit the Maflacre of the 
wh of theWorld. Every Superftru€ture which the 
tof France built upon their firft Defigns, which 
Wéte in themfelves Vicious, was fuitable to its falle 
Foundation, The Oftentation of Riches, the Va- 
of Equipage, Shame of Poverty, and Ignorance 
Modeily, were the common Arts of Life. The 
Generous Love of one Woman was changed into 
Gallantry for all the Sex, and Friendfhips among 
en turned into Commerces of Intereft, or mere 
Profeffions, While thefe were the Rules of Life, 
eryaries iw the Prince, and a general Corruption of 
Manners in the Subject, were the Snares in which 


Mo generous Manner, as if-Men of higher Facul- 


France bas Extangled all her Neighbours. With 
fuch falfe Colours have the Eyes of Lewis been En- 
chanted from the ‘Debauchery of his early Youth, 
to the Superftition of his prefent old Age. Hence 
it is, that he has the Patience to have Statues ereéted 
to his Prowef$, his Valour, his Fortitude; and in 
the Softneffes and Luxury of a Court, to be ap- 
plauded for Magnanimity. and: Ent<rprize in Military 
Atchievements. 

Peter Alexiwitz of Rufia, when he came to the 
Years of Manhood, though he found hinvfelf Em- 
peror of a vaft and numerous People, Matter of ait 
endlefs Tergitory, abfolute Commander of the Lives 
and Fortunes of his Subjeéts, in the midft of this 
unbounded Power and Greatnefs tutned his 
Thoughts upon Himfelf and Peopie with Sorrow. 
Sordid Ignorance and a Brute Manner of Life this 
Generous Prince beheld, and Contemned from the 
Light of his own Gexizs. His Judgment fuggefted 
this to him, and his Courage prompted him to a- 
mend it.’

Name as a Private Man ute ey Oy raifed; that 
none in it might expeét t6 out-run the Steps wich 
which he himielf advanced? By fuch Meafures this 
god-like Prince leacued to Conquer, learned to ufe 
his Conquefts. How Terrible has he appeared in 
Battel, how gentie in Victory? Shall then tie bate 
Arts of the Frenchman be heid Polite, and the honelt 
Labours of the Rufian;Barbarous? No: Barbarity is 
the }gaorance of true Honour, or placing any thing 
inftead of it. The unjuii Prince is Ignoble and 
Barbarous, the Good Prince only Renowned aad 
Glorious. 


Tho’ Men may impofe upon themfelves what 
they pleafe by their corrupt imaginations, Truth 
will ever keep its Station: and as Glory is nothing 
elfe but the. Shadow of Virtue, it-will certainly dif- 
appear at the Departure of Virtue. But how care- 
fully ought'the true Notions of it to be: preferved, 
and how inaulirions fhould we be to encourage a- 
ny impulfes towards it? The We/tminfter School; 
boy that faid the other Day he could not fleep or 
play for the Colours in the Hall, ought to be free 
from receiving a Blow for ever. 


But let us confider what: is truly Glorious, ac- 
cording to the Author I have to Day quoted in the 
Front of my Paper. 


The PerfeGtion of Glory, fays Tzlly, confifts in 
thefe three Particulars: That the People love us; 
that they have Confidence in us; that being affedled 
with a ce:ta:t 4dmiration tuwards us, they think 
we deferve Houour, This was {pokenof Greatne!s 
in a Commonwealih: But if one were to form a 
Notion of Confummate Glory under qui Conitituti- 
on, one mutt add to the above-mentioned Felicities, 
a certain neceilary Inexiftence, and Difrelith of all 
the re(t without the Prince’s Favour. He fhould, 
methinks, have Riches, Power, Honour, Com- 
mand, Glory ; but Riches, Power, Horfour, Com- 
mand and Glory fhould have-no Charms, but as ac- 
companied with the Affection ot his Prince. He 
fhould, metiiniis, be Popular becaufe a Favourite, 
-and a Favourite becaufe Popular. Were it not to 
make the Character too imaginary,“I would give 
him Sovereignty over fome Foreign Territory, and 
make him etteem that an empty Addition without 
the kind Regards of his own Prince. One may 
merely have an Idea of a Man thus compofed and 
circumftantiated, and if he were {> made for Pow- 


* er without an Incapacity of giving Jealoufy, he would 


be alfo Glorious without Poflibility of receiving 
Difgrace. This Humility and this Importance muit 
malig his Glory immortal.
